The grooer in his detence pleaded thatho really believed the oil to be uncxplosive,and that it had been carefully tested by chem¬ical experts and declared to be absolutely treeIruui all explosive properties whatever. Evi¬dence to this effect was also given in court. Sev¬eral experienced witnesses, on the other hand,testified that a peculiar kind of gas was gene¬rated by the oil uuder oertain conditions whichexploded when it came in contact with flame.V'o court held that as the use of the oil for''Kitting purposes was not at all times aud un-" conditions absolutly free (rom all danger(> explosion, the delendant was not exempti')in responsibility in selling it, and ordered10 I'ay the plaintiff $12.50 aud costs.
